Tbo news whiub bas recently roachod i;s 
that tho Legislature ol Briiisli Columbia baa 
by a unanimous vole ooDeooted to j in the 
recently formed Dominion of Canada loads 
to the qutHtion, how arc the representatives 
from the Pacific colony to reach the capital ol 

he confederation in Canada? At present 
ttioro is nothing for it bat for them to make 
journey of 8 000 lo 9 000 miles rouiid by tbe 
Islbmns of Panama ; bscause between the 
eastern boundaries of Canada boandaries ol 
British Golambiaand tbe westera bonDdarica 
of Canada there is that at present impassa- 
ble region — the North-West territory, whioh 
being in tbo possesBiiin of tbe Hudson's Bay 
Company, who declino to make a road 
through it, remains a hunting ground. 

Tlio client nd iniporiarico of the Norih- 
VVeat toTilory is but litllo known sud less 
appreciated. Foro pnopla aro uwaro that 
from western boandariBB of Canada to the 
Uocky .Mountains there is a beautiful an ^ 
fertile eouotry eight buadred to one thous,. 
and milea ia length and one^bundred miles in 
brea <te, with magniflceDt Davigable for tbe 
basbandman. Indeed, we are told on relia- 
ble that it is tho Qosst whoat-produclion 
c untry in tho woild. Lord Selkirk, when 
he founiled tho Rpii River settlement in 1820, 
wliich .is nearly widwoy betwctMi CaiKulii 
and British Colombia, declared that the 
Hurronriil ng districts wus cup.ihlo of support- 
ing a populatiou ol thirly rnillions of sonl.s. 
We aro aware that a great deal has been 
said about the country between Luke Supo i- 
or and Bed Bivor settlement being eierile 
and unfit for colooisatioD, but recent esplur" 
atioo have proved that tbis is not the fact. 
Sir Alex. Mackenzie, speaking of it, eays : 
" There is not, perbops^ a finer country In 
tbe world for uneivilised man. It abounds 
in everything necessary for the wants and 
comforts of ench a people. Fish, venison, 
and hnvl, with wild rice, aro in great plealy.' 
Sir Gtsorgo Simpson, in his " Journey round 
the World." sii>H : "Tho country between 
tie Liiko of tho \V'ood.i and Kainy Lake ia 
moat favourahle for ogricu'ture, resembling 
in some measure tbe banks of tbe Thames at 
Richmond," and Ibese statements have been 
fully confirmed by Messrs Dawson, Hind- 
and Napier, who explored the eouotry a few 
yoars ogo for the Oanadiao Goveroment. 
The Red River sottleraeat at the present 
time po-ssossen a population of about 12(00 
poopio principally erigagod in af;riculliinil 
pursuits, and aliliough llio natural ro«ource» 
ul the coinilry wouhl enable tliem to breed 
couritlojs herds of ciililo uud raiio wheat in 
nny (luiintity, tbey have no murkiil tor their 
products, simply because they have no oui - 
lot on the great lakesi Tbo only availiiblu 
route at thepreaonl time between Canada and 
the Bed Biver settlement ia by roilway Iron 
Soronto lo St, Paul, Mioneaota, about 1,000 
miles, thonco overland by stage lo Gooriie- 
town, 300 miles, and from theoce to Fort 
Garry by steana 400 miles, being a total 
distance of 1,700 milea. 

It is needless to soy that no ngricuhurnl 
prodiico could hear the expenso of such a 
mode of lnin«port. But by tho outlay of a 
very rno lerulu sum ol money a niixo<l Hliiam- 
ijoat and t/iunway uoiiinnuiiciitioa of 500 
miles, from Nipi;;noii llnrbor ou I/ihn .Siipi'i- 
i.ir lo lied RIvur soillement, could ho ellecu 
cd, and Ibis would praotioally open up to 
the teeming mil iona of Europe tbe riohost 
and most extensive virgin \f beat producing 
coQUlry in Amerioa. It nnay well be asked, 
who stops the way la preveotiDg tbia being 
aooompliahod T Ooaada, we are told, will 
not incur (be expense of making tbo road 
and improving tbe navigation unless she bus 
ul tho same time power to deal with all tho 
land adapted for colonisation in tbe North". 
Wii.Ht torrilory in a way which alio con.sideia 
Wi)uld most e(iced'y secure tho ond in view, 
viz., tbo opening up of a road and tokvru" 
pbic oommunicution across the continent, 
and the ooasequent settluinonl of tho terri- 
tory. The Hudson's Bay Oompaoy, who 
claim tbo ownership oi tbe soil, will not 
make tbe road or coloaiso the country be- 
cause (bay ooasider it inimical to tbeir in- 
torcata to do so. It ia, no doubt, a nion 
point a* to wbat ibo 9bttt9r ol lb? Uudgou's 



Bay Company graolBin respect ol tbo landa 
whose waters do cot (all into the Hudson Bay, 
but tbo company have ostnbliebod by their 
long practical possossion of tho country and 
their buniano tieaimijnt of the Indinna cer- 
tain olaiun for conaidi-'ration tho hniJs of the 
Crown. Wliatisvor ri-ihls Iboy poascas tbey 
buvo derived from the CJrowD, aud it would, 
theraloro, probably bo iiioro satiDlaolory for 
all partiua that the Crown should deal with 
tbo oompaoy in any arraogoment for throwing 
open the. eouotry for coloniaatioD. It appears 
to be the proVailing opiaion of Hose who 
have studied tbo question of tho opening up 
ol the whole of tho Nortb-Wcst territory for 
Bottlement in all its bcarinas that tho Red 
River country shouUl bo at onco fonnod into 
a Crown colony, nnd wo are pleaied to find 
that active stops lo this ond are boinj; taken. 
A Government would then ho formed which, 
unilor tbo auspices o( her Gracious Majesty, 
and wiih the support of tbe conlederation. 
could enter into ncgotiationa with the Hud- 
son's Uiiy Company for the friendly relio- 
quisbmont of all that part of the North-West 
territory which tba now colony mf^t reqaire 
for tbe purpose of scttlemont, and this wo 
hope soon to see aecoinpliabo'].

Thf> story, as it urigitially aiijioared, 
w»3 that a ,Mr Wight had married a MIkb 
Chamberlain, haviii); just □btainod a divorce 
from his firnt wilo on tho solo ovidonco of 
his second. 'I'ho first wife then acted as 
bridesmaid ot Miss) Obambcilnin'a mariingo, 
acaodiiig there, aa we aro told, " liko a living 
corpse." Tbo " ourso ond blight of tho Al- 
mighty " wore invoked by tbo Bgooized ro- 
uorier upon tbe newly married ocuplo. 

These aro not pleuB-iit things to hoar, 
and Mr Wight ha« come forwiird with a 
long statement, in wlii cli the ne.ssrtiona of the 
reporter ore contradicteJ, but u narrative in 
every way moro strango and tetnarkublo is 
substituted for theni. Tbo husband lulls his 
own slory, and it far transooiula the wilde.st 
dreams of Defoe or Sue. In IS')4, Mr Wight 
returned to this cauutry from liuropc in order 
to marry a lady to whom be was engaged, 
fie came sooner tbau be iuteodcd, because 
the lady's parents ond all bor iamily bad died, 
and left her unprotected. Sho nns twenty- 
ihree years oUI, and lillhetod with a nervoua 
dieeaao which her molhor described as 
hysteria. Tbo pair went to England, and 
wb lo at Keaw'ck one oigbt, a month after 
their marriupe, the bu.sband wa.i horrified to 
see his wile fall at his Itet in u fit ol epilepsy. 
Sho hod seventeen fits before t! o morning. 
Shocked at Iho discovery that hij wife was 
alllicted with tbia most nwlu! disease, know- 
ing that it was incarablo, and despairing of 
escupo from his tcrriblo poaition, ha that 
night, as be states, " aoccpted ber aa hia 
child." 

From that time to this he hag nursed hor 
and liikcn care of her, but he has never re- 
fuined ibo relationship of their miirriugo lio. 
He o.illa ber in his imrralivo, his piitient " 
and " bis ward." Onco, when sho thought 
ho proposed lo trt):it her as a wile, sho was 
rendered " exircnuly unhappy." Her disease 
Hrew worse — tho very tcrvuntj antl uurtsei' 
fled from tho liou.^o in iKJtror, Six years 
ago iMii-'s Chamberlain caiuo an narso, and as 
Mr Wight soys, bis "patiaol" hoisulf pro- 
posed that be tbuahl marry tbis lady. 
" Sho," (the first wife) " bad come to regaid 
it as religiously wroDg to think of falfiUiog 
til!) rehitions of wife in ber condition" She 
pressed liiiu to marry Misa Chamberluiu. 
Li't ua iiiKi;^iiifi wb;it the mast h.ivu suiTered 
ere i.!ie could bring ht'rsL'lf to this. Tbey 
tried lo get a divuicj in Indinna. hut failed, 
for reasons which Mr VV;(^ht, a little iiiCvin- 
aisleiitly, declined to mention. At lust they 
succeeded — for the wile helped — and Mis.i 
Cbamberlaio was the r<olitary witnesg cn 
whose evidence the compact waa dissolved. 
01 what nature that evidence was, we are 
not informed. Tbe divorced wife nas 
preaoot at the marriage ceremony, and she is 
to live with the couple for tbo future. 

Was there ever such n slory ? One scarcely 
kuow.s wliieh lo pity rnosi, the man chained 
lo a ficarecly Wvii)^ woumii for thirleeii jcnrs, 
appalled nigl l uml iliy hy tho Urrihlu visila- 
iioiH to whieli j-Iie wud tiilijeol, or tho wo- 
man doomed to wiliie.sa thu iiiiaury which 
slit: had cau-cd, lof ) of liij e.fltjclions mid his 
iiiarriaj;e wuli anolliir, and to bear iu ml- 
(iiiion tbe reiiior!>o which hor own deoepiimi 
and sin must uooeasariiy oooasion her. 
Verily, the tragedies of rool life ore moro 
ghu.stly than Iboae which tba imagination 
conjures up.

Many of oor reacJors will be glaJ to hear 
■OQio news of their frionde in ttic Clio. Wo 
learn by this mail that tlio aliip was at Talilti 
on the 31st Miirch. She hnil left tliat pliioo 
on tbe 19tb February for Vulparsiso, wi'.li 
.fins weather and Eticii;; easterly wiuda. On 
'the 19th March, being then n nmuth out, she 
had not roach«d (attber thaa 44° aoath lali' 
fnde and 142^ weat longitdde, when, as her

.jtolnlely neoossorj for hot to bear np and 
ateani back to Tahiti; But, we icgrot to say, 
that boforo reaching that pbce, she was over-
